I 2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

A. Novelty and Inventive step 

The present invention discloses a mobile IPv6 fast handover method. The fast handover method of the 
present invention performs fast movement detection by using layer 2 information simply and efficiently for 
fast handover in the mobile IPv6 and generates CoA in the access router instead of the mobile node 
without operations of many additional messages.

D1 shows a tunneling handoff process that can minimize the handoff latency associated with the standard 
Mobile IP registration. A tunnel in D1 is set up 'between two mobility serving nodes, source and target 
nodes The tunnel is used for communication between a mobile node and the source node after the . 
mobile node completes an L2 handoff from the source node to the target node but before completing the 
standard Mobile IP L3 registration process or undergoing IP routing update with the target node. 
D2 shows a method for supporting relocation of an IP session during a network layer handover in a mobile 
communication system. Application context information indicates activities that are advantageously 
executed pro-actively before the network layer handover is sent. The indicated activities are then 
pro-actively executed in a receiving network node. 

Claims 1-9 of the present invention meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2)-(3) in that neither of 
these documents nor any combination of them can teach or fairly suggest the main characteristics off the 
present invention; Performing fast movement d etection bv using layer 2 Information and generating CoA in 
the access router instead of the mobile node.

The present invention including claims 1-9 suggests a method that can be used widely in a general 
mobile communication system, meeting-the criteria set-out-in-PCT Article 33 (4). 
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
